He remarks 
that while Bngland might go.to war 
with Germany ‘for “the cynical re- 
pudiation of solemn treaty obliga- 
tions,” not so in the case of the 
United States. To quote his words: 
“We have not gone to war with 
the United States; we shall not go to 
war and are not even thinking of war, 
and this not because blood is thicker 
thun water, for when the blood was a 
good deal thicker, when American 
really was English blood, which now 
it is not, we, went to war, not once, 
but twice, and fought with Germans 
against Americans, ao it is not’ for 
that reason that we submit to affronts 
from America which, if committed by 
Germany, would make war inevitable. 
The reason why wo shall not go to 
war is because! war would be. in- 
effective.” 4
